SURGICAL 
SERVICES 
CRIPPLED 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
BEERSHEBA. —- Surgical work at 
the Soroka Medical Centre here has 
almost ground to a halt due to a 
shortage of operating room nurses. 
Surgeons are only able to deal with 
“life-threatening” conditions, because 
five of the eight operating theatres 
have been shut down. 

All routine — often major —- sur- 
gery is not being performed, and 
consequently 2 huge backlog of 
cases is building up. Waiting time 
for operations which is nor- 
mally a few months will now 
extend to over a year. The bottle- 
neck is hampering all surgical disci- 
plines from neurosurgery to gynae- 
cology and obstetrics. 

The situation is seriously affect- 
ing medical services to Beersheba 
and the south. The hospital-serves 
the largest area in the country from 
Kiryat Gat to Sinai, and deals -with 
most of the country’s Beduin as well 
as many IDF personnel. 

Less than a dozen trained nurses 
would solve the crisis. A hospital 
source also pointed out that a large 
part of the theatre nurses’ time is 
taken up with menial tasks which 
could be performed by personnel 
with Limited 

The crisis was precipitated when 
a number of volunteer theatre nurses 
from abroad left this spring after 
completing their tour of duty. 


ILP feels budget

DECISION SHELVED UNTIL MARCH

TEL AVIV. — Mapam has post- 
poned until March the deadline for 
deciding whether to go it alone in 
the next general elections or main- 
tain its alignment with the Labour 


Party. 

The vote, taken late on Friday 
night at the end of the three-day 
national convention, was a victory 
for the established leadership. Most 
long-time party heads approve of 
the nine-year old pact with Labour, 
though they want it to conform 
to Mapam’s ideas on peace and 
socialism.

Tf this was not explicitly stated 
in the resolutions, it was, as Secre- 
tary-General Meir Talmi said, to 
avoid seeming to impose conditions 
on Mapam’s partner.

But the rift between the majority, 
which wants the Alignment, and 
the radical minority which ad- 
vocates an independent run, was not 
healed at the convention, in which 
992 delegates took part.

party. The leadership argued that 
the motion waa preposterous, or at 
least superfluous, as other resolu- 
tions made these issues clear enough. 
The motion was defeated by 393 
votes to 272. and the latter was 
geen ag the roll-call of “séparatists.” 

- Moreover, some 200 of the dele- 
gates present abstained, indicating 
they were sitting on the fence. It 
was the largest-ever vote for the 
faction opposing the Alignment — 
over 40 per cent, compared with 
the 30 per cent who opposed the 
Alignment when it was created. 

On another issue, introduced by 
the fiery MK Eliezer Ronnen, the 
radicals fared much worse, Ronnen 
wanted Mapam to state explicitly 
that, if peace could be achieved, Is- 
rael should be ready to withdraw 
to 1967 frontiers “with the neces- 
sary changes to assure her secu- 
rity.” He maintained that spelling 
this out was in fact giving sub- 
stance to the declaration Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin made at the 
opening of the Mapam convention: 
that Israel was ready for far- 
reaching territorial compromise for 
the sake of peace. However, Ron- 
nen’s motion was defeated by 467 
votes to 177.

Ford and Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger are in an awkward posi- 
tlon beeause no Arab country has 
responded positively to their propo- 
sals for an end.of-the-state-of-war 
agreement with Israel, Prime Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Rabin said on Friday. 

Addressing the Mapam convention, 
he said that early this year Wash- 
ington asked Jerusalem to consider 
the proposal.

Rabin refuted critics who say Is- 
vael has. not made enough peace 
initiatives. He commented sarcastic- 
ally: “I’m happy there's criticism 
in Israel by people who are less 
acquainted with the facts than the 
leaders of a super-power (the U.S.) 
whe were partners in (our) efforts.

This point, he felt, 
was not fully understood by those 
members of the convention who had 
applauded him fiercely at the open- 
ing night. 

Secretary-General of Labour, Meir 
Zarmi, and the secretary-general of 
the Histadrut, Yeruham Meshel, 
also took the floor for the second 
time on Friday, urging Mapam not 
to break off with the Alignment. 
Winding up the proceedings, Secre- 
tary-General of Mapam Meir Talmi 
seemed to underline the importance 
of keeping the Alignment alive. 

“We did not have our way on 
everything we wished, but we did 
succeed in imposing our stand on 
Labour on two major issues in the 
past." Talmi said. One was thwart- 
ing the plans for a national unity 
government. The other was the ac- 
ceptance of the second interim agree- 
ment with Egypt. It was a record 


worthy of continuation, Talmi felt. day.

THE CABINET is expected to for- 
mulate a position today on a Pri- 
vate Member's BI submitted by 
Shulamit Aloni which would give 
the Premier the right to dismiss 
ministers. <Aloni intended to table 
her bill last week, but, according 
to her spokesman, "Justice Minister 
Haim Zadok asked her to walt a 
week to give the Cabinet an op- 
portunity to discuss it. 


The dill would empower a prime 
minister to demand a minister’s re- 
signation, and, if the demand was 
not met within 48 hours, to dismiss 
him. 

The Cabinet is not expected to 
support the proposal (Premier 
Yitzhak Rabin himself, in a recent 
interview, said he wished he had 
the power to sack ministers — but 
he seemed to ‘be airing a vague 
desire rather than a realistic hope.)

Police report terms °75 
‘year of extortion’

Last year saw a sharp upswing 
in crimes, especially extortion for 
“protection,” to the an- 
nual polce report published on Fri- 


The report indicated that 10,642 
cases of extortion threats were re- 
Ported in 1975, as compared with 
7,886 for the previous .year —- an 
increase of over 80 per cent. How- 
ever, the repor} noted, at least part 
of this rise might be explained by 
the greater publicity given to such 
crime, and the possibility that vic- 
tims were more willmg to make 
complaints. 

Police solved 35 per cent of all 
crimes reported last year, an increase 
of 2 per cent over 1974. How- 
ever, of property crimes, such as 
theft and robbery, they solved only 
about one in five. 

In 1975 there were 276 crimes 
against 116, imcluding murder and 
Manslaughter — one-third more than 


in 1974, Last year police solved 65 
per cent of them, a drop of four 
‘per cent from the previous year. 
Crimes of sexual assault ἃ 
by 5.5 per cent from 419 in 1974, 
to 896 in 1975. Other kinds" of 
assault increased by 35 per cent, as 
did disturbing the peace,

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Mercenary chief takes all blame 
for Angola firing-squad deaths 


LUANDA, Angola. — A soldier of 
fortune charged with ordering the 
Killing of men under his command 
yesterday stunned a “people's” 
court by taking full responsibility 
for the crimes charged against his 
men and defiantly refusing to ans- 
wer further questions. 

“All the men which you captured 
were under my direct command and 
I am responsible for any charges 
against them. O.K.7" Costas 
Georgiou, known as “Colonel Tony 
Callan,” sald in tough tones. ‘They 
were following my direct order and 
I don't want to answer no more 
questions, O.K.?" 

The Cyprus-born British subject 
accused of ordering the massacre 
of 14 British mercenaries in effect 
was offering himself to the fring 
squad to save the other prisoners 
in the dock. The Angolan prosecutor 
is demanding the death sentence 
for the ten Britons, two Americans 


and one Argentine captured on the 
pro-Western losing side in the civil 
war, 

Standing with feet wide apart, he 
gave only his name and the names 
of his parenta before cutting off 
the court’a opening question about 
his background in the British para- 
troopers. 

“I'm not obliged to answer that,” 
he said curtly in e heavily accented 
voice, “I want to make a state- 
ment.” 


“All the men what are captured, 
the so-called mercenaries, were 
under my command and McKenzie 
was not the second in command, 
O.K.? All the rest of my soldiers 
which you captured were under my 
direct command. Once in Angola, I 
am responsible for any charges 
against them. They were following 
my orders, O.K.?" 

By denying that Andrew Mc- 


Kenzie, also accused in the killing 
of fellow mercenaries, was his se- 
cond in command, Callan seemed to 
be underlining ‘his full responsibility 
as a commander. But he then pro- 
ceeded to glare at McKenzie with 
cold fury in his dark eyes as the 
latter took the stand. 

McKenzie admitted he took part 
tn the killing but insisted he did 
so under Callan’s orders. 

"T have to admit that I took 
part but it was under orders, I 
didn't want to do it," McKenzie 
said. 

"I could not prevent it,” he said. 
“Y told Sam Copeland (one of Cal- 
lan's assistants) that it was stupid, 
killing our own people. 

“Be told me if I didn't, I would 
be joining them.” 

McKenzie, who has an amputated 


leg, gave evidence from a wheel- 
chair.

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Amin survives 
assassination 
attempt 


KAMPALA. — President Idi Amin 
of Uganda yesterday appeared un- 
harmed after an assassination at- 
tempt in which three grenades 
were hurled into a crowd as he was 
leaving a police passing out parade. 

Diplomatic sources contacted by 
telephone sald they saw Amin here 
yesterday and that he seemed none 
the worse for Thursday night's 
attempt. 

The burly 1.9 metre fieldmarshail,, 
once an amateur heavyweight box- 
ing champion, yesterday carried out 
his normal duties and received for- 
eign diplomats. He also sent a mes- 
sage to Britain's Queen Elizabeth 
congratulating her on her birthday, 
Radio Uganda said. 

The radio, which announced the 
assassination attempt Friday, said 
that the grenades, of “American 
and Israeli type" were hurled into 
a crowd as Amin was leaving 
Nsambya barracks. 

Thirty-seven people were injured, 
four of them seriously. 

There have beet repeated rumours 
of attempts on the Ugandan lead- 
er's life since he took power in 
1971, but the announcement by the 
radio Friday had been officially 
acknowledged. 

The radio said that those respons- 
ible for the incident had heen ar- 
rested and were undergoing “thor- 
ough interrogation.” 

Earlier, Uganda Radio quoted 
Amin in reply to a message which 
Henry Kissinger had sent him on 
the occasion of Africa Day on May 
25 in which the Ugandan leader 
said Africans and Arabs were not 
against Jews, but were against 
Zionist and American policies which 
support “imperialists” and Zionists. 

He said that when he visited 
Damascus last week he had been 
happy to see Jews living harmon- 
iously with Arabs and this was an 
exumple which everybody wanted 
to see in the Middle Bast rather 
than Phantom warplanes being sent 
to Israel and nuclear reactors to

BUENOS AIRES. — Twenty-five 
Political refugees abducted by gun- 
men before dawn on Friday were 
released yesterday, many with in- 
juries from torture. Some said 
their mysterious captors had given 
them 48 hours to leave the country. 

“We are scared to death and 
don't know what to do," said one of 
the refugees who were dropped off 
from trucks around the city in the 
Predawn hours and left to find their 
way back home. They had been 
blindfolded and had no idea where 
they had been kept during their 24 
hours of captivity. Some had bro- 
ken ribs and nearly all showed bad 
bruises and marks which required 
Medical care. Some were too beaten 
to talk.

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Social goals vs budget cuts 


THE TREASURY'S proposal for budgetary cuts is a long 
overdue admission that the haleyon days of the economy are 
over. Unfortunately the Treasury proposals appear to have 
been made in haste arising from a two-year policy of piece- 
meal emergency measures. As a result the budgetary cuts 
appear to be dictated more by considerations of political 
pressure and administrative convenience than of economic 
need and social justice. 

Climbing down from a period of illusory prosperity is 
always dificult. Cutting an inflated budget, much of which, 
in items such as defence and loan repayment, is untouchable, 
is doubly so. Once that is said, however, there is ample 
justification to demand that the Government perform its job 
sensibly by adhering to economically and socially acceptable 
priorities rather than by taking the easy route of decreeing 
across-the-board cuts with each Ministerial sector determining 
its own arbitrary budget-cutting policy. 

Some items appear so obvious as to prompt wonder at the 
Government's obtuseness. If the problem boils down to money 
—millions of pounds that must be pared—by what criterion 
can the same Treasury, which is prepared to allocate hundreds 
of millions to the completion of the Tel Aviv bus terminal, 
propose the abolition of free schooling for the ninth and 
tenth grades? 

Social priorities are also unclear on other proposed measures. 
Overinflated university budgets were the first to be cut dur- 

- ing the past year, and justly so. But how can it be justified 
to raise university tuition by close to 100 per cent, thus effec- 
tively putting university education out of the reach of poor 
students? Moreover, if the universities are being forced to 
reduce academic staffs, what is the Government doing to cut 
down redundancy among government employees? 

Other items, such as proposals for cutting child allowances, 
are more complex. They involve a need to balance principles 
with the urgent need to cut major budget allocations. The 
present system of National Insurance Institute child allow- 
ance payments was adopted in conjunction with last year’s 
income tax reform. It was predicated on a preference for 
universal social welfare payments as opposed to specific sup- 
ports for poor families which tend to stigmatize the poor. 

The Treasury has proposed that the peyments for a family’s 
first two children should no longer be linked to the Cost-of- 
Living Index. And payments for the third child would be 
linked by only 70 per cent. A compromise suggestion has been 
raised to abolish the linkage only for parents of one or two 
children. The Ministerial Committee for Social Betterment, to 
which the matter has been referred, will have to decide. The 
Director of the Budget told the committee last week that pay- 
ments to families with two children or less amounted to 
IL600 million a year. 

This would appear to be a promising area to widen the 
scope of budget cuts. The vast majority of families with two 
children or less are in the middle to higher income brackets 
and it would seem a dubious luxury in these times to press: 
the principle of universal social welfare payments to the 
extent of subsidizing families who are not in need. 

From a narrow political point of view perhaps the best 
trade-off that could be recommended is not cutting the link- 
age of child payments to larger families at all in return for 
abolishing payments to smaller families altogether. This is a ra- 
ther crude criterion, and perhaps it would not be beyond the 
administrative and computer capacities of the National Insur- 
ance Institute to differentiate even more ‘finely on the basis 
of actual family income. 

Basically it is a matter of political will, butalso of admin- 
istrative capability; and‘ that’s where- the rub is. Were the 
Treasury more effective, it would be bringing in several more 
billion pounds a year in income tax from those sectors of 
the public which continue to evade their just tax burden— 
or any burden whatever—desapite the Ben Shahar reforms.

IT USED TO BE that most of us 
thought it was irresponsible to 
eriticize Israeli policy —especially in 
public. But more and more of us are 
feeling that it is irresponsible now 
not to criticize. 

-Your ‘Government has lost touch 


‘with reality. Look at the Galilee. 


Last summer, when I visited Israel, 
the. iasue was just beginning to 
simmer. Some people I talked with 
in Jerusalem and Haifa described it 
this way: As the emigration of Jews 
from Israe) rose, the Government 
saw the Arab majority in Galilee 
growing. Some officials were 
worried that in case of another war it 
might be the focus of an attack, and 
that in case of peace demands might 
be made that it be part of a Palesti- 
nian state. 

So your Government made ita 

to “Judaize the Galilee" by ex- 
propriating land and focusing the 
settlement of larger numbers of 
Jews there. Alt out of fear of trouble 
in Galilee. But the plan itself made 
ten times as much trouble, and this 
the Government was totally un- 
ἃ for. Because they did not 
believe that Israeli Arabs could or 
would to oppose the plan. 
After all, since 1948 they had made 
no trouble, though they had 
muttered occasionally. 

But to me it was clear that the 
Israeli Arabs were standing up, 
making trouble. Arab schoolchildren 
were jeering at visiting Israeli 
politicians. Good “‘literals"" at 
Hebrew University, ‘friends of the 
Arab students," told me witha puzzl- 
ed look that the Arab students 
weren't being reasonable, that they 
would get angry at the drop of a 
phrase, that it was hard to talk with 
them. To me it sounded like 
American Blacks in 1967. The new 
prestige of Palestinian nationhood 
throughout the world was obviously 
having its effect not only in the West 
Bank and Gaza, but even inside 
Israel. But just as in America most 
whites couldn't “hear” what was go- 
ing on among Blacks In 1967, in 
Israel the government couldn't 
“hear what was haj in the 


Arab communities. It lost touch with 
reality. 

Just’ 
this: Holding the West Bank/Gaza

Broadcasting Authority law 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - Recent criticism of various 
offices has caused public discussion 
of the advisability of amending the 
law governing the Broadcasting 
Authority. 

In accordance with the present 
law, the Broadcasting Authority is 
based on two components: public 
Bodies and professional staff. Those 
who utge government control over 
both these elements forget that the 
present law already provides for 
such control. 

There are two public bodies: The 
Plenum and the Executive Com- 
mittee. The Plenum, whose 
members are nominated by the 
President of the State, outlines the 
activities of the Authority, confirms 


ita overall programming and super- 
vises the work of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 


med of seven publle figures: i 
posed seven pw H 
decides on all matters connected 
with the Authority and supervises 
current activities. 

“Those who are urging government 
supervision ignore the considerable 
control the Government already ex- 
ercises under the present law. The 
members of the Executive Com- 
mittee are appointed by the Govern-- 
ment and those of the Plenum by the 
President. This means considerable 
government influence in both cases. 
The professional staff is headed by a 


director-general, who is also ap- 
pointed by the Government. What 
will change then if the Broadcasting 
Authority is brought under govern- 
ment jurisdiction? 

Some people may want to 
transform the employees of the 
Authority into public servants, but 
the set-up of the civil service is not 
suited to the communications and 
cultural requirements of the 
Authority, as has been confirmed by 
‘world-wide experience. Some people 
may want to transform the Broad- 
casting Authority into a mment 
office, but this would eliminate 
Public and political representation 
on its board. Some people may want 
government control of broadcasts, 
but this involves the danger of using 
them to promote government in- 
terests. This is the reason why all 
Western democracies provide for a 


“separation of authority between the 
broad- 


Government and the official 


services. It is of course posai- - 


casting 
ble to criticize the level of broad- 
casts and. the efficiency of thelr 
Management, but such problems 
cannot be solved by laws. 
in the current public controversy 
on the advisability of amending the 
Broadcasting Authority law, it would 
be wise to take the above arguments 
into consideration.

Those people, 
who believe that the God of History 
has ordained that Judea and 
Samaria be their home, certainly 
have the right to rebuild the land, 
just as the pioneers who. came to 
Palestine in the 1880's rebuilt it un- 
der Turkish suzerainty. If the faith of 
today’s pioneers [5 justified then 
there will eventually be a flowering 
of Jewish culture throughout historic 
Eretz Israel. 

The competition of cultures in 
Judea and Samaria should provide a 
future of creativity and promise, if it 
can be carried out in the proper 
Spirit.

Cabinet resists bill 
on sacking ministers

The Government decided yeater- 
day, by a vote of nine to five, that 
all Coalition members in the Knes- 
set must vote against the private 
member's bill by Shulamit Aloni 
{CRM) which would give the Prime 
Minister the right to force any 
of his ministers to resign. Aloni 
will probably bring up her bill this 
week. 

(Under existing law, if a Prime 
Minister wants to get one of his 
ministers out of the Cabinet. he 
must first resign himself, thus 
bringing about the resignation of the 
entire Cabinet, and then reconsti- 
tute a Cabinet without the colleague 
whom he does not want.) 

The minority of five in the Ca- 
binet which cailed for a free vote 
in the Knesset on Aloni's bill were 
Premier Yitzhak Rabin, Justice 
Minister Haim Zadok, Minister 
without Portfolio Yisrael Galili, 
Police Minister Shlomo Hillel and 
Education Minister Aharon Yadlin. 
The majority of nine were the two 
ministers from Mapam, the two 


from the Independent Liberals, the 
two from the NRP who attended 
the meeting, and three from Lab- 
our: Defence Minister Shimon 
Peres, Housing Minister Avraham 
Ofer and Labour Minister Moshe 
Baram. 

Two ministers from Labour — 
Transport Minister Gad Ya'acobi 
and Agriculture Minister Aharon 
Uzan — abstained. Four ministers 
were not- present in the Cabinet 
meeting during the vote: Finance 
Minister Yehoshua Rabinowitz, Com- 
merce Minister Haim Bar-Lev, For- 
eign Minister Yigal Allon and In- 
terlor Minister Yosef Burg. 

Aloni said last night that the 
ministers who voted to impose coali- 
tion discipline against her private 
bill proved how much they feared 
the principle of ministerial res- 
ponsibility. She said that constita- 
tional πὸ in this country 
had made such legislation the pre- 
rogative of the Knesset, and it was 
improper for the Government to 
employ the Coalition whip in this 
manner, - 


Ministers’ expenses raised. 
as salaries remain small

Cabinet ministers will receive a 
2.5 per cent wage increase, retro- 
active to April 1, like all other civil 
servants, the Knesset Finance Com- 
mittee decided yesterday. 

However, their out-of-pocket ex- 
pense allowances will be increased 
eo that they receive IL77 for every 


.“working day” of the year — which 


includes Sabbaths but not Jewish 
holidays, which they spend in their 
citi¢s of residence. For: évery day 
outside their city, they also receive 
hotel expenses. 

This extra benefit was not an- 
nounced by the Knesset Finance 
Committee, which announced only 
that ministers’ allowances for home 
entertainment would be reduced 
from 1L700 to IL600 monthly. For 
maintenance of their official flats, 
munisters will, continue to receive 
IL500 a month, the official an- 
nouncement said. 

Three members of the Finance 
Committee argued in vain that it 
was’ hypocritical to increase min- 
isters' out-of-pocket expenses sur- 


reptitiously while increasing their 
basic salaries formally by 2.5 per 
cent. 

The expense allowance was in 
practice added to the salary and 
taxed like salary, argued Eliezer 
Ronen (Mapam), Avraham Halfon 
(Labour) and Yehuda Sha’ari (ILP}. 
These three members said it would 
be much more honest towards the 


public if the salaries were increased, 


instead of the expenses. 


The Finance Committee's official 
communique was worded in a tend- 
entious manner to give the im- 
Pression that it had successfully 
rejected a bid to increase ministers’ 
salaries. 

The decision meang the Prime 
Minister’s tasic salary rises from 
IL2,663 a month to IL2,729. Other 
ministers will get a raise from 
112,505 to IL2567, and deputies 
will get 112,083 instead of IL2,032. 
(The “basic salary” is almost 
doubled by Cost-of-Living allow- 
ance, chiliren’s allowance and 
sentority pay.) 


Kibbutz Meuhad to attend 
more to political life

Among their plans are building 
several new settlements, especially 
in the Jordan Rift and in Galilee, 
strengthening young settlements, 
increasing activities among the 
youth movements, and encouraging 
members to volunteer for the 
regular army. To carry out these 
activities the movement will impose 
a IL30m. internal loan on its 
members. 

Zeev Utist of Kibbutz Hahotrim, 
who is In charge of information for 
the movement, admitted that there 
had not been “great success” in 
absorbing immigrants in the kib- 
butzim. He said that the greatest 
success during the last few years 
had been through an advertising 
campaign in the papers by which 
young Israeli couples from cities 
and towns were invited to join. The 
latest figures they have concern 
1974/75 (from September to Sept- 
ember), in which about 600 to 800 
couples from the cities were ab- 
sorbed in kibbutzim. 

The kibbutz movement has also 
adopted about 1,500 disadvantaged 
children.

Histadrut opposes winter 


schedule during summer

TEL AVIV. — Histadrut leaders 


yesterday rejected the Government's 


demand that public servants con- 
tinue to work 46 hours a week dur- 
ing the summer, instead of 41 
hours, beginning tomorrow. How- 
ever, the trade unions are willing 


to negotiate the issue, which in- 


volves an estimated 50 million 


working hours this summer. 


The Civil Servants Union yester- 
day declared that the collective 
agreements providing for shorter 
summer work hours are binding. 


The Government will have to négo- 
tiate changes in the Jabour contract 


if it wants to amend the practice, 
the union’s secretary, Haim Berns- 
tein, told The Jerusalem Post. 
The Treasury’s spokesman, David 
Bar Haim, said that during the re- 


cent wage negotiations the Treasury fices 


said it wanted summer hours 


abolished. But the Histadrut asked 
that the matter be dropped to 
avoid weakening its hand in op- 
posing demands for specific al- 
lowances, Bar Haim claimed. 

The Clerks Union will discuss 
the Treasury’s demands tomorrow. 

The trade unionista evidently op- 
pose surrendering a “fringe benefit.” 
The Civil Servants also complain 
that the Government picks on them 
whenever economic sacrifices are 
needed. One source said privately 
that, if the workers stay in their 
offices another 30 minutes to an 
hour 8 day, “there will be no real 
difference in output.” 

Sources in the Manufacturers As- 
sociation said it was incongruous 
that production workers doing phy- 
sical labour should continue work- 
ing as always during the summer, 
while clerks in airconditioned of- 

leave earlier to go to the 
beach. 


ELMER WINTER OF CEG-I: 
‘Foreign investors need 
guide through red tape”

The Government should appoint a 
research director for every new 
foreign investment in Israel He 
would be a civil servant, saddled 
with the task of steering the new 
venture through the labyrinth of 
red tape, until it was fully opera- 
tional. This is one Jdea that Elmer 
Winter, chairman of CEG-I (the 
Committee for the Economic Growth 
ef Israel), is trying to sell to the 
authorities during his present visit. 

Another idea — this one almed 
at the Manufacturers Association 
— is to create a crisis centre. “It 
is important that American place- 
ments do not run aground, because 
the recoil effec, ig damaging to our 
Invest-in-Israel campaign,” he told 
The Jerusaiem Post yesterday. 

“Before the owner 7,000 miles 
away gives up in disgust, the crisis 
centre, made up of experienced Is- 
raeli businessmen, should take a 
Jook at the ailing concern and pin- 
point what went wrong,” he said. 

CEG-I is a successor to the Eco. 
nomic Conference — a voluntary 
organization (launched by the late 
Prime Minister Levi Eshkol in 1988) 
which has run out of steam. Since 
Winter’s agency was formed, three 
months ago, [ἃ has recruited 110 
members for its government board 
Jo the U.S., plus 28 Israeli members 
-- the same persons as constitute 
the Israeli section of the Israel- 
U.S. Business Council, 

“We work together with the 
council and its chairman, (former 
Mi Governor) George Rom- 
ney,” Winter observes. The council 
is a consultative body. “Our job in 
CEG-I is to deal with individuals, 
persuading them to invest in Israel,

Miss Lorenz said she was 
told she would receive enough 
money to retire if she were suc- 
cessful. She did not apecify an 
amount but said the CIA offered 
her “thousands.” 

She said she flew to Havana, 
but before meeting Castro she 
slipped the two tablets the CIA 
had given her into her cold 
cream. 

“The lobby was full of report- 
ers and other people trying to 
see Castro, but he wasn't there,” 
she sald. “One of his aides re- 
cognized me and took me up 
to Fidel's suite... He said he was 
expecting an important phone 
call, but the took the receiver 


of the hock and he shouted to 
the Barbudos (bearded ones) in 
the next room: ‘No me moleste’ 
(don't bother me)}. 

“Finally, he ordered food and 
coffee sent up. When it came, 
he fell asleep on the bed, in his 
fatigues and with a cigar in his 
mouth. I had no confidence left, 
‘ut I knew this was the chance 
to do it. 

“I went into the bathroom and 
opened the jar of coki cream. 
T stuck my finger in it, and the 
whole thing came out like yuk. 
T couldn't find the capsules. They 
had melted. 

“It was like an omen. 1 couldn't 
dump a glob of wold cream in 
his coffee, so I shut the jar 
and went back to the bedroom 
and I watched him sleeping. 
Finaily, I lay down on the bed 
beside him. 

“I thought, ‘to hell with it, 
let history take its course’.” 

Miss Lorenz said she flew back 
to Miami the next morning, 
where she was met by Fiorini 

“Stupid, stupid, stupid... Why 
did you put them im the cold 
cream?” she quoted him as say- 
ing. “I said, ‘where else?’ It was 
the only place to think of where 
mo one else could find them’.”

In January, Kissinger returned 
from Moscow after fruitless talks 
with the Russians, including military 
advisers and reportedly the entire 
membership of the Politburo —- an- 
other indication of how seriously 
the matter ts regarded. In the mean- 
time, the Geneva talks dromed on 
until they were recessed for a 
month in May. They were resumed 
12 days ago, receiving scant notice 
in the press. But whether we like 
it or mot, SALT will have political 
Tepercussions internationally — not 
the least in the Middle East, — 
because the subject is bound to have 
@ profound effect on future Ameri- 
can-Soviet relations. . 


BEFORE THE end of last year, 
hopes were stil being expressed that 
Progress would be made towards 
achieving SALT-IL and that this 
would facilitate a visit by Brezhnev 
to the U.S. by this summer. This 
now seems rather wishful thinking. 
It is difficult to say clearly what 
went wrong since Vladivostok, but 
the reasons are far from few. 

Of course, much of the political 
obstacles have to do with the U.S. 
presidential elections. As the prima- 
ries Proceeded wh ai the ballyhoo 
ὋΣ = participan’ and spectators 
alike, this became ever more evi- 
dent. But the real electoral contest 
has still to come after the U.S. 
Party conventions in July and Au- 
gust, placing SALT ever further 
from the minds of all those con- 
cerned. 


And this didn't ease the situation 
at all. 

Basically, the technical problem 
at present centres on what should or 
should not be included under the 
ceiling of 2,400 strategic weapons 
for each side. The weapons in ques- 
tion are the Soviet bomber, code- 
named “Backfire” in the West, and 
the controversial new American 
“Cruise” missile — whose character- 
istics threaten to upset accepted 
definition of weaponry, thus blur- 
ring SALT concepts. 


THE RUSSIANS claim the Back.

Western Europe. The Americans 
argue it could, with in-flight re- 
fuelling, strike across the Atlantic, 
and so showid be classified as a 
strategic plane to be counted in the.

Kissinger in Moscow was said to 
have discussed a compromise omit- 
‘ting Backfires from SALT but 
bringing Cruise missiles within the 
limits, in addition to reducing the 
overall figures to 2,200. But in 
Washington the Pentagon told Kiss- 
inger, according to all re; that 
Backfire could not be excluded with- 
out exception for the Cruise. A 
month later, when Kissinger sug- 
gested to Moscow that it sign 
SALT-II as it stood, the Russians 
refused to leave out Cruise. Thus 
the matter stands ᾿ 

Little has been published here 
about the Cruise, but there has 
been extensive material circulated 
about it abroad the past few 
months. There is no wonder the 
American military was so adamant 
about this weapon. It is a fiying 
‘bomb, powered by its own engine 
and steadied ‘by swept-back wings. 
Actually, it is a descendant of the 
German V-I of World War I which

PEKING, — Chinese arrested after 
last April's political riots here have 
been subjected to public denuncia- 


on the fate of the prisoners but 
an account given to Western 
sources -here indicates they have not 
been ‘physically maltreated. 

According to the account, small 
groups of arrested rioters have been 
brought before mass rallies here 
in the past month and harangued 
for following Teng Hsiao-ping, the 
former Vice-Premier denounced a3 
ἃ “capitalist roader.” 

They have been made to stand 
with heads bent and arms stretched 
out stiffly behind in a pose known 
as “jetplaning,” while charges were 
read out alleging their role in the 
April 5 riots in Tien An Mien 
Square. 

The charge sheets were said to 
be detailed and in some cases in- 
cluded accusations that rioters 
harassed foreigners in the crowd. 

The riots, the most serious dis- 
turbances here since the cultural 
revolution a decade ago, climaxed 
the power le that fol 
the death of Premier Chou En-lai. 

According to the account of the 


mass public meetings, individuals 
have stood up to criticize the pri- 
soners and attack Teng’s policies. 
The bearing of the prisoners was 
described as cowed but they were 
said to be in apparently good 
health. 

‘The meetings, which have lasted 
for hours, were attended by selected 
groups of people — possibly those 
authorities believe may harbour 
Authorities blamed the April 
riots on followers of Teng, who was 
branded the “arch behind-the- 
scenes boss." Two days later he 
was dismissed from all posts and 
Hua Kuo-feng was made premier.

THE GOOD GLUE GUIDE 


WHEN I learned woodwork at 
school, not very successfully. there 
was a huge gluepot, contents bubbl- 


- Ing away merrily, over the corner 


fireplace as a permanent feature of 
the woodworking room. The vile 
smell, combined with the danger of 
being splashed with the hot liquid, 
just about put me off using glue for 
life. 


Later on I found out about cold 
water casein glues and I have used 
them with great pleasure, as they 
are easy to prepare. Just dissolve 
the required quantity in cold water 
to produce ἃ very strong joint. Un- 
fortunately, I haven't seen them on 
sale in Israel. 


The most common type of glue 
used by carpenters here is white 
plastic glue (devek plasii). This is a 
good general purpose giue and is 
ready for use. In application both 
surfaces to be joined are brushed 
over with a thin coating of glue and 
the surfaces rubbed together. The 
pieces are then clamped in position 
with woodworkers’ clamps or tape 
clamps and the glue allowed to set 
overnight. Veneers are glued to 
sheets of plywood or chipboard in 
much the same way except that the 
clamping is usually done in a large 
veneer press, but it can be done 
successfully by clamping the two 
surfaces between two large boards. 

Plastic glue can also be used for 


sticking paper or cloth. If you’ 


happen to be a“do-it-yeurself 


|. enthusiast for making woollen rugs, 


you can secure the knotted wool 
lengths in the base mesh with a 
coating of plastic glue on the under- 
side. There is a special type of 
plastic glue available for this pur- 
pose which costs about IL40 a kilo. 
T've been informed, however, that 
ordinary plastic glue, costing about

successfully. (The glueing fust 
prevents the wool strips from 
detaching. It doesn't prevent the 
carpet from sliding. For that you'll 
need a piece of rubberized net.) 

Plastic gme can also be mixed 
with ordinary plaster (geres) to 
produce a useful paste (shpachiel) 
which is spread thinly on walls or 
wood, prior to painting, to give a 
smooth finish. 

There is yet another type of plastic 
glue which is specially compounded 
for sticking paper and cloth to 
polyethylene — ordinary glue just 
peels off. This special give has a dis- 
tinctive odour, somewhat like am- 
monia.

Contact glue (devek maga) is a 
synthetic rubber compound dissolv- 
ed in a highly volatile and inflam- 
mable solvent. It is applied thinly to 
both surfaces, the glue allowed to get 
dry to the touch (between five to ten 
minutes) and the two surfaces are 
pressed together. Once pressed 
down, the surfaces cannot be moved 
so they have to be positioned very ac- 
curately before contact. The glue is 
used to stick plastic laminate to 
plywood and also strips of. edging

leather for shoe 
the glue should be well stirred, asthe 
lighter solvent tends to rise to the top 
of the tin. Or, after making sure the 
lid is tightly closed, the tin can be 
vigorously shaken. 

Epoxy glues make a bond by 
chemical action. The glue consists of 
two components, the base and the 


hardener. In the simple two-tube 
epoxy glues, equal quantities of each 
tube are squeezed out onto a piece of 
scrap wood or an old tin Iid and well- 
mixed together with the plastic 
spatula provided or with a used 
matchstick. Care must be taken that 
the cap from one tube {s not acciden- 
tally placed on the wrong tube, asthe 
residual glue in the cap will bond 
with the contents of the tube, effec- 
tively hardening the complete tube. 

The surfaces to be joined are thin- 
ly coated with the mixture and 
clamped together. Two types of 
epoxy are available, normal, which 
sets in about a day, and quick- 
setting, which takes about an hour or 
less, Epoxy will glue al) those 
awkward jobs such ag broken china, 
metal and certain types of hard 
Plastic. It is not very successful on 
soft polyethylene. It can also be used 
on small surfaces where a very 
powerful glue has to be used. At one 
time my son's spectacles were held 
together with glue — more epoxy 
than frame! Tins of epoxy suitable 
for joining metal to marble or mar- 
ble to marble are available in kilo 
packs. With these the base has been 
greatly increased in volume with the 
addition of inorganic fillers, and the 
hardener, which is in a small jar, has 
to be added in a certain proportion 
depending on the application. Such 
large quantities are relatively inex- 
pensive; the kilo tin costs about IL60

or methylethyl ketone is very effec- 
tive.

POLICE CONDUCT 


The hardship does not, however, explain or excuse mis- 
conduct towards the public. The rough treatment of the 
rioting religious zealots in Bnei Brak on Saturday morning: 
is a case in point. Although no newsmen were on hand to 
render eye-witness accounts, the impression gained from state- 
ments of some injured citizens is hardly complimentary to the 
police. The statements may, of course, have been exaggerated. 
The police responded first by withholding comment, then by 
flatly denying that excessive force had been employed. 

These are not the first allegations of manhandling of indi- 
viduals and groups by the police. Some of the charges have 
been investigated, and a number found to have been well 
substantiated. More often such accusations are dismissed 
without any induiry. 

In defence of the police it is often pointed out that they, 
too, are human. But the conclusion often drawn — that they 
cannot be taken too heavily to task for answering violence, 
actual or potential, with violence — is unacceptable. It is a 
policeman’s first duty to suppress his natural feelings of 
revulsion towards law-breakers —- and, for that matter, . 
towards law-breaking demonstrators whose views may clash

The Mapam kibbutz movement has wrecked the party, writes AVITAL GEVA, 
herself a member of a Mapam kibbutz. She charges Hakibbutz Ha'artzi with 
having dodged its responsibility by failing to supply activists for the party’s 
political and educational work. 


Lurking in an ivory tower 
while the rhinoceros roams 


THE CARDINAL problem of Hakib- 
butz Ha’artzi (the Mapam- 
Hashomer Hatza'ir kibbutz move- 
ment) today is standing up to the 
Likud and Gush Emunim, who are 
on the verge of taking over the reina 
of power in the country. Yet the 
Hakibbutz Ha'artzi leadership 
stands by its decision not to deal with 
political problems but to carry on 
with the internal development of the 
kibbutz movement. 

Gush Emunim is investing 
tremendous sums of money, thought, 
immense Initiative and faith in its 
effort to overthrow the Government 
— and nobody is opposing them. It is 
not we who have launched this war" 
— they are imposing it. But war has 
been declared. And we just stand 
there as though we haven": heard the 
news. 

The Mapam leadership told us in 
Ein Shemer: ‘You're not needed in 
Tel Aviv. Carry on with what you're 
doing in Pardess Hanna, Karkur, 
etc.’ Of course the regional work is 
important. But that isn't the problem 
confronting our movement today. 
That approach means our 

in all kinds of little projects. 
And that kind of activity alone 
doesn’t deal with the cardinal 
problem. There is only one body in 
the country today that can stand up 
to the rhinoceros herds, and that is 
Mapam. 
Rabbi Levinger sleeps in a 
sleeping-bag on the floor of the Gush 
Emunim offices in Jerusalem. Their 
people work day and night without 
counting the hours, And against 
their fervour, Mapam headquarters 
stands desolate, with empty rooms 
that nobody thinks of manning. 

Hakibbutz Ha'artzi headquarters 
has 250 haverim working there, do- 
ing important halutzic work: the 
Economic Department, Education 
‘Department, Electronica, Cinema, 
ete. God-in-Heaven, all that is cer- 
tainly important, but we're at a 
critical point in our life in this coun- 
try. We just can’t go on this way. 

. I propose that those 250 activists 
lock up their departments and get in- 
volved in political work. Above all, 
let them set a persona! example. We 
can take all those resources concen- 
trated in Hakibbutz Ha'artz! head- 
quarters — the people, the vehicles, 
the telephones, the personal connec- 
tions, the schwung — and tell 
ourselves that two days a week we're 
going to work outside those four 


Once every half-year we make a 
demonstration thet impresses main- 
ly us. Our representatives in the 
Histadrut Executive hurl threata at 
the Right and at the Left. But the day 
after the demonstration — whois left 
in the field?

Hakibbutz Ha‘artei has wrecked 
Mapam. Party headquarters stands 
empty. Mapam, as a force active in 
the field and not just as an annual 
conventioneer, is dead. There Is the 
Mapam of the city folk, and near-by 
there is us — we, who have stopped 
doing anything about absorbing clim 
and about edueating Israeli youth: 
we, who have withdrawn from all the. 
dirt in this country. We have remain- 
ed clean, We're all right. 

Take Kiryat Shmona: there is not 
a single Mapam activist there. The 
only contact Kiryat Shmone peaple 
have with our kibbutzim in the area 
is to pick their apples for them! Do I 
have to tell our kibbutzim what they 
should be doing? They are right 
there on the spot. Two million people 
in the Coastal Plain region centred 
around the Dan Region — what are 
we doing about that?! Gush Emunim 
works six days a week, 20 hours a 
day. Our headquarters tells us that 
nobody wants to budge. How do you 
get our people to budge? Our head- 
quarters people talk, stage con- 
ferences, they debate — but where 
are the troops? In the past half-year 
not one single kibbutz activist has 
been co-opted to Mapam. We send 
activists to the Jewish Agency, tothe 
Technical Department, but not a 
single one to Mapam. 

Gush Emunim is contributing 
much more to the State than we are. 
They have shown that you fight for 
an important idea. They have con- 
tributed to the State by revitalizing 
all the conventions of our life here. 
And what distinguishes them from 


the rest of Orthodoxy and from us is 


that, for them, ideas mean action. 


Nobody has the right to talk at our, 


conferences unless he is ready to pay 
for this right with work, with action. 
This isn't a Tnuva conference where 
people are deciding between butter 
and milk. The decisions are too 
fateful to be decided by the critical 
prattle of people who aren't ready to 
soil themselves a bit in work, 


Democracy isn't the Holy of 
Holies. Thousands of people whose 
only contact with things is through 
their participation in the verbal 
barrages have the power to decide 
whether or not to stay in the Align- 
ment, whether or not to give back the 
‘West Bank, whether to let this orthat 
Government stand or fall I submit 
that anybody who wants to par- 
ticipate in decision-making must get 
out and do some work for the 
movement! None of our over-40 peo- 
ple — the kibbutz secretaries, 
treasurers industrial managers, 
etc. — is active in Mapam. I am not 
suggesting that they cut themselves 
off completely from kibbutz activity, 
only that this activity be integrated 


Salaries of tourist guides 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, —I was to read in 
your issue of May 21 Walter Zanger's 
ha “Over the hill and under the 

le.” 

The salaries of tourist guides are 
fixed by the Histadrut at 1L152.13 
daily, plus 20 per cent for social 
benefits, including annual leave. _ 

Many tourist guides, educated at 
great expense by the Ministry of 
Tourism, are not interested in per- 
manent employment and some 
Ncensed guides work only oc- 

ly, or even aa a hobby. 

Travel agents employ guides both 
on a monthly and daily salary. If a 
travel agent takes a 20 per cent com- 
‘mission when hiring a guide with a 
car, he can hardly make a living, as 
‘he.usually has to pay a 10 per cent 
commission to the travel agent 
abroad who sends him the clients. 
With the present cost of administra- 
tion, overhead, promotion and 

. salaries, the cost of ser- 
vices cannot be covered by the travel 
agents 10 per cent commission on 

5. 


A travel agent also pays taxes, 
while if and when guides get tips or 
commission from shops; this income 
is tax free, and adds an average of 
25-35 per cent to their income. 

It ‘is simply not true that travel 
agents ever share commissions from 
shops or tips from tourists with the 
guide or driver. 

It is further not true that travel 
agents collect from night clubs, ex- 
cept in cases when the tour has been 
ordered as part of a pre-paid 
itinerary, in which case, commission 
has to be paid to our agents abroad in 
the same way as it is paid on 
sightseeing tours, hotels, meals, etc. 


All over the world, our industry 
faces the problem of shops 
. kickbacks to guides. As long as it 
only involves a amall percentage and 
is not added to the purchase price, 
tourists generally do not object; 
moreover the shopkeeper knows that 
an honest guide will not recommend 
a shop where clients are overcharg- 
ed. 


’ Every precaution ig taken by 
travel agents and tour operators not 
to permit thelr guides to make un- 
scheduled stops for the purpose of 
converting a sight-seeing tour into a 
shopping trip. 
εἰ — Most of my colleagues take eve: 
possible precaution not to employ 
guides who offer their services at a 
low salary and try to earn untaxed 
money by becoming commission 
agents or merchants. In my ex- 
perience. only a small number of 
1 guides have difficulties in fin

Ya'acov Hazan (the veteran 
Mapam and Hekibbutz Ha'artzi 
leader) once said — he wasn't afraid 
to make himself unpopular, and he 
didn't wince when he was attacked 
for saying it — that Gush Bmunim 
personifies what we once were. 
Their people, he said, are devoting 
themselves body and soul to their 
idea. Dozens of their people are 
deployed among the schools in Tel 
Aviv, going from home-room class to 
home-room class, arranging after- 
school meetings, haranguing the 
youth, preparing cadres for future 
demonstrations and marches. They 
are doing educational work, pure 
and simple. 

So far, Mapam and Hakibbutz 
He'artzi have not given Gush 
Emunim’s activity seriousattention. 
They weighed the matter and decid- 
ed to ignore it, decided that ignoring 
it would cause it to simmer down and 
die. "Ἱ we ignore this mouse," it 
was said, ‘‘it will burst like a soap- 
bubble."' Well, thousands of them 
went to Sebastia on rainy nights, and 
that soap-bubble has grown into a 

mass. 

We must declare a state of 
emergency, and then our people will 
go out on their own initiative. 
Meanwhile, our people go on sitting 
in their cozy ki{bbutzim, snatching 
siestas and sipping coffee and draw- 
ing up maps and cursing the 
leadership and deciding to leave the 
Alignment, 

All this facile talk about giving 
back the West Bank is simply 
suicidal. Over against the absolute 
justice of the Arabs stands our ab- 
solute justice. And our justice means 
our very life. It is easy to sit on the 
‘fat of the land in the centre of the 
country and talk about giving back 
the West Bank. I think the Rabin 
Government is going In the right 
direction in its effort toachieve max- 
imal justice without paying with our 

ves, 

At a time when there are 10,000 
Russian tanks around us, and tens of 
thousands terrorists have been at 
war in Lebanon for a year and will 
turn on us as soon as quiet 
down there — at such a time, our 
national leadership needs our trust 
and cooperation. :

Perhaps, as M.K. Marcta Freed- 
man says, “Israel's Arabs live with 
aheavy feeling of being second-class 
citizens and they are sometimes 
justified in harbouring that feeling” 
(May 26). I suggest that one reason 
for such feelings, {f present, is due to 
shame and guilt for not participating: 
in the building of Israel with the 
same enthusiasm as other 
minorities, for example the Druze. 
As far as I know, the Arabs have the 
same access to political action as 
any other group of citizens in this 
country. If they are second-class 
citizens, an important factor has 
been their non-involvement in 
building a strong and independent 
Israeli nation, where their share’ 
could be commensurate with the 
good faith and trust they build up by 
an attitude that indicates they are 
with us and not against us. 

The feelings of doubt and distrust 
between the Arabs and Jews has 
been due more to the behaviour of 
the Arabs than that of the Jews. The 
Jews dream of peace, whereas my 
impression is that the Arabs dream 
of taking away what the Jews have. 
Tt appears to me as a Jew, that the 
Arabs I meet would rather see 
everything destroyed than share on 
an equal basis what is available to 


both of us.

AMONG Its many problems Egypt is 
today being confronted by a ‘‘bride- 
drain," with young Arabs from the 
oil-states luring the girls into 
marriage. Statistics show that at 
least 80 percent of such marriages, 
some of them contracted by proxy, 
break up within a few months. The 
girl sometimes finds that her hus- 
band has several wives at home or 
dozens of sons of her own age. Some 
girls are even said to have ended up 
in prostitution, according toa Reuter 
report from Cairo. 

As a result of such scandals, a 
ministerial committee has approved .
